Her 
loyal subjects have assembled from all 
quarters of the globe to do honor to 
La Reina de la Fiesta, and her capital 
city has donned its gayest dress to 
give a fitting welcome to the beautiful 
sovereign of merriment and misrule. 
All work has been practically sus- 
pended as far as outward appearances 
go, and the only sound of hammers to 
be heard in the streets come from the 
direction of some belated decoration, 
or a spot where. the ever-increasing 
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crowd demands the erection of yet an- 


other tribune. 

The city is transformed. Los Angeles 
is fair enough in her every-day dress to 
dazzle the eyes of her guests from 
many lands, but in her carnival brav- 
eries she seems drenched with rainbows, 
The streets are long avenues of brilliant 
color, both day and night, for when 
the sunshine fades from the tossing sea 
of bright bunting the electric lights 
flash out, myriads of them, sparkling 
like jewels in every direction.

THE BEAUTIFUL CEREMONY OF 
RAISING THE FLAG. 


Central Park Thronged with a 
Crowd that Cheered the Stars 
and Stripes—The Programme of 
Presentation—Blue and the Gray. 


Under the leafy shade of the tall trees 
in Central Park the crowd began to 
gather as early as 1 o'clock, though the 
flag-raising did not commence until 
3:30. With a cheerful disregard of the 


women and children who were assem- 
bling to watch the hoisting of “Old 
Glory” wandered at will over the 
smooth, closely-clipped turf, many re- 
clining at full length on the soft, 
smooth lawn, while others, and these 
the major part of the company, gath- 
ered about the immense liberty pole, 
which, in the park’s center, reared its 
gilded peak far above the tips of the 
neighboring eucalyptus trees. 

As the time wore on the crowd grad- 
ually increased in numbers, until the 
entire surface of the emerald expanse 
swarmed with humanity. Those in the 
rear pressed forward to secure positions 
near the raised stand, and next the 
pole, until the crush became simply 
tremendous. From the stand the scene 
presented by the swaying, sweltering 
jam of people was inspiring, although 
the unfortunates who were wedged in 
between whole regiments of their fel- 
low-beings could hardly have taken 
comfort in the thought that they 
formed part of a splendid panorama, 

Through the vistas of the trees, with 
‘glistening green above and beneath, 
the spectators and would-be specta- 
tors made the main features of an ani- 
mated spectacle, thoroughly typical of 
a carnival crowd. its enthusiasm a bit 
dimmed by the fast and furious fun of 
the preceding days and nights, but 
ready still to enjoy to the full what 
might be provided for them in the way 
of entertainment.

an effective background for the midgets 
who held the gorgeous banner. At the 
left of the platform, seats were re- 
served for the members of the Board of 
Education and the speakers who had 
been selected to take part in the cere- 
monies. 

At least half and hour was occupied 
in marshaling the several thousand 
children into the area, which the po- 
lice and militia had by sheer brute 
force cleared of the spectators, who

A MIGHTY CHORUS. 


The tall figure of Superintendent 
Foshay, advancing to the front of the 
platform, was the signal for compara- 
tive silence on the part of the assem- 
bled thousands, only a small part of 
whom could catch what the superin- 
tendent was trying to say. But, when 
the speaker waved a slender baton, and 
the band struck up “America,” every 
one knew that it was in order to chime 
in. The refrain, led by the superin-

Three 
stanzas of the hymn were sung, and 
at a word from Superintendent Foshay, 
the legion of little girls, carrying the 
splendid banner of the Stars and 
Stripes advanced to the foreground, and 
facing Mayor Rader, made a formal 
presentation of the flag to him. 
SPEECH OF PRESENTATION. 

Miss Nannie 8. Longley, a beautiful 
girl dressed in pure white, and carry- 
ing a cluster of delicate sweet peas, was 
selected to make the presentation 
speech, and did so, in the following 
words: 

In the gay season of La Fiesta, when 
the streets are bright with tri- colored 
pennong, when the air is filled with 
music, and the path of our festival 
Queen is strewn with flowers, we are 
apt to forget, in the pride of our beauti- 
ful city, that beyond the snowy moun- 
tain peaks to the east lies another Sec- 
tion of our grand country; that Without 
the East the West would be incomplete; 
that while we are Angelenans, we are 
also Americans. 

“It is in pursuance of this thought 
that Mr. Francis has given this beauti- 
ful national flag to be presented by the 
school children of Los Angeles to the 


Philip. Harris and Ethel] city of Los Angeles. Mr. Francis takes 


no part in the presentAtion, preferring 
that it should be the children’s hands 
the children’s 
voices that speak, even though we 
handle this dear emblem less rever- 
ently, though we speak less eloquently 
than he. 

“It is to perform this sacred trust 
that we are here today; that we, the 
coming patriots, the coming citizens, 
may deliver the flag of our nation into 
the hands of our city. ; 

“As we gaze at the stars and stripes, 
the words we had meant to say are 
silenced, the thoughts we feel are be- 
yond utterance, as though we stood on 
holy ground in the presence of those 
saints and martyrs who have died for 
it. The California landscape fades away, 
and we see the battlefields and Legis- 
lative halls that have been, that this 
flag might be. The picture of our na- 
tion, born amid the smoke of battle, 
nourished by the blood of heroes and 
the tears of women, raised in a cen- 
tury’s time to its now high estate, 
shines out among those silken folds. — 

Let those stars and stripes speak to 
you as no voice can; let those white 
stripes be an emblem of the purity. in 
politics, religion and morals for which 
we are hoping and working; let the red 
tell the story of defeats that have 
ended in victories—a fitting monument 
to the men who died in their country’s 
cause; let the white stars appear 
through the mist of tears which veils

„Mere words are the poorest, though, 
alas, the commonest kind of incense 
which burns on the shr'ne of patriotism. 
Rather we, the school children of Los 
Angeles, give this flag into your hands 
who represent our city’s government, 
as a pledge of our faith in you, our 
trust in ourselves, our hope for the fu- 
ture. Long may it float over a city as 
pure as it is fair, as strong as it is 
beautiful. Long may it be the emblem 
of a nation with liberty and justice for 
all. When the boys and girls who gave 
it are men and women, worn with the 
troubles of life, when those silken 
stripes have been torn to shreds by the 
repeated blasts of gentle zephyrs, when 
the very staff that supports it totters 
with age, may our country still stand 
to pre&ch to the listening nations of 
the earth the _— unfolding doctrine 
of eternal freedom.” 

In response to this graceful tribute to 
the nation’s emblem, Mayor Rader, ad- 
vanced and spoke as follows:

It was a 
happy thought to symbolize the Union 
of the North and South, by the selec- 
tion of men who in the late unpleasant- 
ness, waged war with each other, and 
allowed bitternes and strife to run 
riot between them. 

The selection of the men as made more 
striking by the following incident, in 
which two of the participants yester- 
day were concerned: 

During the civil war, a military acad- 
emy was established by the Confed- 
erate government at Columbia, S. C. 
In September, 1864, a large number of 
United States prisoners-of-war, some 
1800 officers of the Union army, were 
moved from Charlestown to Columbia, 
S. C. Not having at hand a sufficient 
number of soldiers to guard so large 
a number of prisoners, all the cadets

duty. It was a handsome company of 
boys, in their new, neat, gray uni- 
forms, quite in contrast with the bat- 
tle-worn uniforms of the soldiers, and 
the tattered and torn clothing of the 
prisoners.

FLUNG TO THE BREEZE. 

The crowd waited rather impatiently: 
while the flag’s fastenings were being 
loosened, and when the last cord was 
cut and the banner fluttered over the 
edge of the platform, the great Ameri- 
can “hooray” burst from the expectant 
multitude, and as the sinuous folds 
caught the light breeze and fluttered 
tremulously upward on their passage, 
the pent-up enthusiasm of the people 
burst out in a prolonged series of cheers, 
while the school children, hundreds of 
whom carried small flags, waved them 
above their heads in an ecstacy of ex- 
citement, the whole making a scene of 
patriotic animation sufficient to thrill 
the blood and stir the heart of the 
most thoughtless and least sober in all 
the crowd of carnival devotees. 


SALUTE, PLEDGE AND SONG. 
When the flag reached the great 


pole, and the men at the ropes had se- 
cured it, hard and fast, in its position, 
Superintendent Foshay motioned for 
silence, and when that was obtained, 
called for the salute and pledge to the 
flag from the school children. 

Raising their hands in salute, the 
children repeated in chorus the senti- 
ment, pledging allegiance to the na- 
tion’s flag, which is taught in every 
room in every school of the city. 

This finished, the band opened up 
with that stirring song, the Red. 
White and Blue,” and as before, the 
song was taken up by the children, 
who rendered with vim and vigor the 
patriotic measures of the hymn. 


MESSAGE FROM THE QUEEN. 


John F. Francis, president of the Fi- 
esta Executive Committee, brought to 
the people a message from the Queen. 
A message of congratulation and good 
wishes, and containing, according to 
the speaker, a kiss for every child there 
assembled. The latter part of the 
Queen's message won from its recipi- 
ents a round of applause, under cover 
of which the speaker retired to the rear 
of the stage. 

As a finale to the programme, Rev. J. 
S. Pitman, a member of the Board of 
Education, stepped forward and pro- 
posed three cheers for the American 
flag. They were given with a will, 
and the dying away of their last faint 
echoes to a close the interest 
ing exercises of the day.

Lease of the Brooklyn Bridge. 
(ingineering News:) So much public 
approval has been expressed on the 
proposition made by the Brooklyn ele- 
vated railways to lease the Brooklyn 
Bridge Railway and run their cars 
over it, that the promoters of the 
scheme have been encouraged io Ro- 
pose term. for the lease which ought 
by no means to be granted, end will 
not be, if ordinary business principles 
are followed by those responsible for 
p ting the ‘cities’ interests. The 
bill to enable the lease of the bridge 
to be made, as introduced in the Leg. 
islature, provides that the lease shall 
be for the term of fifty years, and may 
be renewed for the same length of 
time. The annual rental is to be a sum 
equal to the average net -earnings of 
the bridge rail for a period of 


lease,

these companies to operate for what it 
is now.earning regardless of the fact

THE WEAPON THAT IS WINNING 
CUBA’S FREEDOM. 


Originally an 3 of Hus- 
bandry, it Has Become in the 

Hands of the Insurgents a 
Deadly Weapon of Offense.

Had it not been for the efficiency of 
the machete in the hands of the brave 
patriots, the cause of Cuba’s liberty 
must have been irretrievably lost before 
this time. It is this weapon that is 
winning Cuba’s freedom, for at the be- 


_ ginning of the present revolt there were 
but a few hundred rifles in the posses- 


sion of the insurgents, and until the 
Bermuda landed her cargo on the island 
only an occasional filibustering expedi- 
tion, and these carrying small supplies, 
had managed to elude the vigilance of 
the Spanish watch dogs. 

The ease of the transmission from an 
implement of husbandry to a weapon, 
and the fearful effectiveness of the 
machete when employed against human 
flesh instead of sugar cane or log-wood 
has made this great cutlass from time 
immemorial an important factor in pri- 
vate quarrels in Cuba, and the patriots 
were not slow to perceive its advan- 
tages when they began their struggle 
for liberty. It was the one weapon with 
mhich every peasant was familiar. Even 
had these poor mountaineers been 
versed in the handling of firearms, the 
supply of the latter was so precarious 
that a large portion of their troops 
would have been quite useless but for 
the-cutlass; anda terrible foe have 
these machete-men proved themselves 
in dozens of encounters.

The last battle of any size which has 
been reported was on March 24, the 
same day on which Gen. Gomez cap- 
tured the important town of Santa 
Clara, and after holding ft for five hours 
retreated before a superior force, carry- 
ing with him over 200,000 cartridges, be- 
sides a supply of arms and clothing. 
The former engagement took place mid- 
way between Guana and La Fe in the 
Pinar del Rio province.

enal. In 1848 American Odd Fellow- 
ship invaded Canada; in 1846 the Sand- 
wich Islands and in 1868 Australia. 
Englishmen have apparently preferred 
some one of the numerous English or- 


other purposes, their total value being 
more than $16,000,000. It also owns 
twenty-four homes, asylums and or- 
phanages which, with the land, are 
valued at $1,000,000. It publishes forty- 
nine papers and periodicals (forty-three 
in the United States) in half a dozen 
languages, and there are more than a 
dozen mutual-aid, insurance and acci- 
dent societies in the country to which 
Odd Fellows only are eligible. Total 
revenues of the Independent Order of 
Odd Fellows, United States of America, 
were $8,427,000 in 1895, and $3,323,000 was 
paid out in that year to relieve the sick 
and distressed, or to aid the widow and 
educate the orphan. The total mem- 
on was 790,795 to which must be 
a 


paid was only $5000. The one lodge of 
1819 has increased to nearly eleven 
thousand, and the 500 member of 1825, 
within seventy years have increased 
1800 times.

The system opposes all methods 
of medication and guesswork as to the 
name, nature, cause or cure, of disease 
by means of which this “lost art” may 
be fully grasped without professional 
ald.

It cannot be denied that any sick- 
ness or unsatisfactory action is simply 
a suspension of natural aetion, and as 
soon as we learn that nerves constitute 
the total operating power, we have only 


to learn their key or focal center to 


start the obstructed machinery into ac- 
tivity, which brings health and rea- 
sonable action. By a practical demon- 
stration of each statement made, no 
possible chance for argument is left 
for any person who is mindful of bis 
own interests.

Troub- 
les, worries, disappointments, anxieties 
and sorrow come to all. There is no 
favored class in this respect. The rich 
and the poor, the good and the bad, “i 
e 
depressions that result from the dark 
and hard experiences of life. Now, when 
we are out of sorts or in the slough of 
despond. what shall we do? Pour forth 
our smoke, filling the atmosphere with 
the depressing and noxious vapor of 
our Hfe? Complain of our lot, recount- 
ing our several afflictions, piling up our 
woes in domes as black asa dreary 
night, and as chilling? Or shall we 
consume our smoke, trying faithfully 
and bravely to obey the injunction of 
the text, and bear our own burdens of 
pain and disappointment and doubt? 
Any person will burn his own smoke 
when he reflects on the benefits of such 


@ course. 
First, it will make us healthier. The 


men and women and children who 
‘brood over the wrohgs done them, who 
worry about trifles, who sit dejected in 
the center of a staring circle of griefs, 


who borrow troubles—people of this 
type 


e are never well. Seven out of ten 
will have the dyspepsia. Mental sour- 
ness ends as surely in stomach sour- 
ness as mental irritability ends in ner- 
vous prostration. 

Nothing more surely cuts away an 
undermines the vital forces than worry 
and anxiety, however caused, and the 
violent passions, such as temper, hatred, 

‘lief and fear.” He then who would 
have health and keep it through the 
years must learn early how to burn his 
own smoke; how to keep a cheerful, 
hopeful mind and spirit under all cir- 
cumstances. 

But there is something more precious 


even than health, which everybody de- 


sires—something that health does not 
always give nor disease always take 
away—tranquility! Can he who is con- 
stantly emitting his own smoke, forever 
talking about his trials and troubles 
and doubts, can that man hope to at- 
tain a peaceful spirit? As well might 
a man thrust his hand in the flames and 
expect no sharp pain, as to.,harbor in 
his mind all manner of embittering and 
darksome thoughts, and expect the 
peace of God to possess his soul. Open 
the windows at night, and the bats fly 
in; live your life in the shadows, and 
you will be haunted and harrowed by 


apparitions. They who seek tranquil- 


ity must accustom themselves to pre- 


paring a place for it to abide. This dove 


sent from heaven is constantly hovering 
over our lives, but their waters are too 


= “troubled for it to alight and make its 
‘home with us. 


A man should not only.wish to be 
healthy and peaceful, but he should 
earnestly long to be useful. Useful- 
ness is, in great measure, determined 
by . cheerfulness and  hopefulness. 
Courage is backbone of achieve- 
ment. But courage is not developed 
out of brooding. A man who dwells 
on. his failures, and conjures up oi the 
difficulties that lie before him ll be 


a weak man; you would never put him 


at the head of an exacting enterprise. 
Power comes from confidence; confi- 
dence springs from faith; faith is born 
in heaven, and it forgets: all about 


past failures and future obstacles, be- 
cause it has the spirit and some of the 


vision of God! The men of faith are, 


as a rule, men of buoyant natures. 


Their buoyancy, however, does not 
arise from inexperience, but from a 
fine contempt for certain kinds of ex- 
periences. They have failed often, 
they have made many mistakes, but 
they believe the other name for the fu- 
ture is opportunity, and wherever they 
find the word opportunity written, they 
see its companion word, retrieval. They 
dwell not on their mistakes and failures, 
save to learn their lesson. Through the 
whole range of life the people who 
know how to shake off the blues, to 
be undisturbed by trifles, to be un- 
daunted by calamities—these are the 
people who are of use; who do some- 


thing more than exist; who shall one 


day stand before the King and render 
a glowing account of their stewardship! 

I hold, then, that it is man’s duty 
to burn his own smoke for his own 
sake. Health, peace and power de- 


pend on a mind cleared of bitterness, |. 


remorse, doubt and the long line of 
vultures that eat at the vitals of faith 
and hope, and endeavor. But I go a 


step further, and hold that it is a man’s 
duty to rise 


above his trials and 
troubles, for the sake of others. Con- 


sider the health of those in your home. 


Has it never occurred to you that your 
temperament has affected them? In- 


visibly, almost unconsciously, but yet 


surely, the vitality of countless men 
and women is being sapped by the 
influence of morbid, complaining na- 
tures about them. Only heaven knows 
how many invalids there are whose 
weakness is to be traced immediately 
to a querulous husband or a whining 
wife. I have seen the morose, stingy, 
sélfish nature of a father warp the 
lives of his children at the core of their 
being. He passes before my mind as 
an extreme example, but he belongs 
to that class people who are un- 
whese very presence 
causes our flesh to creep, whose ever- 
lasting cynicism and bickering wear 
out our lives. 

As precious as peace and joy are to 
us, equally dear are they to others; but 
how steadily they are driven out of 
lives that you and I know by the people 


- whovemit their own smoke. One cannot 


but feel that this duty to make life 
about as just, as bright and tranquil 
as possible is a strong reason why peo- 
ple should not wear mourning. “Every 
man should bear his own burden of 
sorrow.“ When the burden comes upon 
him he has a right to expect sympathy 
from his friends; he has a right to ex- 
pect help and fellowship from those 

o are near and dear to him, but no 
one has a right to carry his gloom into 
others’ lives; no one has a right, be- 
cause he is walking in a shadow, to 
shadow the paths of those around him. 
That is my objection to the wearing of 
mourning. I do not mean the wearing 
of every form of black, but to the wear- 
ing of that kind of black that says to 
everybody; .“I am in grief.” I object 
to it, not merely because it is pagan, 
nor merely because the. comfort and 
the joy and the hope of Christianity are 
not symbolized in it; I object to it be- 
cause in its essence it is selfish, because 
in its essence it gives notice to every 
one: “I am in trouble,“ and so rolls off 


a part of that trouble upon another’s 


shoulders. When sorrow comes to us, 
let us receive into our heart’s closest 
recesses our friends; let us even ask 
them to watch by our side while we 
wrestle in our garden of Gethsemane; 
but let us not throw the burden of our 
lef on other hearts; The peace and 
Joy and courage of those around us de- 
pend profoundly, more than we dream, 
on our temperament, words and acts. 
‘Be, i it true of their usefulness. 


Nenn in the home—how many 
wives are palsied by it! how many hus- 
bands driven desperate; how many 
children erushed! Calamity howlers on 
the public streets and in the market 
places—what they can do to cripple 
business! Rob a man of his confidence, 
and how childishly weak he is; rob busi- 
ness of its confidence, and it staggers 
all along the line, even to falling. The 
alarmists are the enemies of trade, sci- 
ence, religion—every where they do more 
hurt than good. It is a blessed thing 
for a man to have a wife and the home 
to have a mother with a happy disposi- 
tion. The children will grow up with 
the ability to pick out the one fine 
strand of hope from the tangled mass 
of financial trouble, heartache and sun- 
dry other sorrows that fall to the lot 
of all who tread lifé’s pathway. They 
will be among those who keep saying: 
“Nothing is so bad that it could not 
have been much worse. The direst dis- 
aster has a bright side.“ 

The benefits of this ability to burn 
one’s own smoke and to help others do 
likewise are so many that it hardly 
seems necessary to dwell upon it as a 
duty—we ought to accept it as a part of 
wisdom and of love. Every one can do 
it, for God has endowed all with the 
power to be secretive and self-contained. 
If we choose, we can hug to our breasts 
the adder that stings and die from it 
rather than have others stung, but, bet- 
ter, we can fling the venomous thing 
from us with such celerity and expert- 
hess as to break its neck. While we do 
not expect to escape trials and troubles, 
while we do not always intend to refuse 
to receive or seek for sympathy, yet, let 
us daily strive to.so live that our bur- 
dens will never crush us nor weight our 
brothers down. Let us- burn our own 
smoke!

1861-5, we have the only instance in 
which steam cruisers have been em- 
ployed on any scale to harry com- 
merce.

From first to last the South sent 
eleven steam cruisers and eight small 
sailing cruisers to sea. These 
captured between them two steamers 
and 261 sailing ships—not a very heavy 
bill of loss, one would think. Yet this 
loss practically drove the United States 
flag from the seas. To prove 
this I will quote from the case of the 
United States, as presented to the Ge- 
neva arbitrators, the following facts: 
‘In 1860 two-thirds of the commerce 
of New York was carried on in Ameri- 
can bottoms; in 1863, three-fourths was 
carried on in forsign bottoms.“ And

After she was sent to the bottom Yan- 
kee skippers recovered their breath.

It brought 
individual ruin and it embittered the 
relations. between England and the 
United States; it had no ‘strategic re- 
the North was selt:

GREAT THINGS AT STAKE. 


There is probably no section of the 
United States that has been enjoying 
more prosperity during the past year 
than Southern California, at least that 
is the testimony of disinterested travel- 
ers, who have been all over the coun- 
try. Certain it is that our growth in 
all respects has been quite phenomenal, 
when it is considered that the country 
as a whole haa been suffering from a 


| period of marked depression. 


Tet, great as has been the prosperity 
that we have enjoyed, and do enjoy, 
there is every reason to believe that 
this is but the beginning of an era of 
progress Gelinsing all that we have 
hitherto seen in this favored section. 
Los Angeles has now reached the 100,- 
000 mark in population. It has been 
shown by the experience of other large 
cities in the United States that the 
real growth of a city commences after 
that point has been passed. We may, 
therefore, reasonably hope to advance 
from 100,000 to 260,000 in population 
within less time than it took us to move 
from 10,000 to 100,000, namely, about 
twenty years, In fact, there are three 
things ‘upon which the realization of 
our hopes of rapid progress in the im- 
mediate future largely depends. The 
inauguration of either one of these im- 
provements would at once have a won- 
derfully stimulating effect on the 
growth of the city, whereas, on the 
other hand, continued delay in all of 
them would be a great drawback to our 
future progress, The three improve- 
ments referred to are the deep-water 
habor, the Salt Lake Railroad and the 
Nicaragua Canal. The effect upon the 
growth of the city of the completion of 
any one of these improvements would 
be most striking, and should we be 
able to obtain all of them, it is evident 
to the most superficial observer that no 
human agency could keep back the 
city from à career of astonishingly 
rapid progress toward the position 
which nature has evidently assigned 
her, as one of the large cities of the 
United States, and probably the most 
important city on the Pacific Coast. 

It is remarkable, as well as a most 
unfortunate thing, that the chief 
obstacle in the way of the attainment 
of each of these three improvements by 
Los Angeles and Southern California 
is one individual—a man who holds no 
official position, high or low; a man 
who has no right whatever to say what 
this section shal] or shall not receive 
from the government, but who, by un- 
righteous means, apparently suc- 
ceeded in making himself almost as 
great a power in the government of the 
country at Washington as he has for 
twenty years been in the government of 
this State, whose people have enriched 
him and his associates beyond the 
dreams of avarice.

In giving the coup de grace to Messrs. 
Cleveland and Olney, President Eliot, 
in particularly cool and measured 
terms, observed: We have seen the 
phenomenon of men employed as Cabi- 
net officers who have absolutely no ex- 
perience in public affairs.

Gowns in Preparation for Wear 
at the Sea Shore—Fashionable 
Color Conibinations—Novel Modes

(CORRESPOKDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
PARIS, April 26.—The latest rage in 
hey is the loose jacket, which has 
seized on as a relief from the mo- 
Motonous cape, and promises to be one 
of the principal expressions of chic for 
the summer. It is a little longer than 
the waist and quite loose all round, and 
is plain or plaited according to the ma- 
térial or the taste. It will be seen often- 
est as part of serge and flannel gowns 
Bince these have always a jacket, but 
it is made also in taffeta and lace as a 
part of elaborate afternoon dress with 
delicious effect. This jacket is illus- 
trated in the following models: 
A yachting gown is of black serge 
With facings of white wash leather. The

jacket is straight and loose, and the 
revers turn over from the bottom the 
same width all the way up, and the 
collar is of the same width, and revers 
and collar are faced with leather. The 
Sleeve has lapped seams corded with 
the leather, which gives several] lines 


of white running from the top to the 
_. bottom, and a cuff of the leather. 


The skirt has a narrow front breadth 
with lapped seams corded with the 
leather, The leather facing is decorated 
with a pattern in white made by ma- 
chine stitching. To wear with this very 
chic gown is a blouse of colored muslin 
in stripes, with a turn-down collar and 
black tie, and a black tarpaulin sailor 
mat with white leather band. 


2 ‘SEA SIDE COSTUME. 

A seashore gown of navy blue twilled 
Aannel made up with light blue has 
the skirt entirely side plaited and the 
loose jacket also in side plaits. It will 
be understood from the description that 


all this plaiting must conceal the figure 


more or less and produce an effect of 
extreme simplicity, and it is precisely 
by this simplicity that the gown is 


' noticeable, and it is on this effect that 


the Owner counts for a success. There 
Are mo revers but the jacket is lined 
with thin light blue flannel and the 
skirt is faced on the under side with 
the light blue. The collar stands high 
behind, with a black satin bow to hold 
if turns over in front and shows 
blue facing. Large full bishop 
sleeves are confined at the wrist with 
ft bracelet of black ribbon. Black satin 
ribbon crosses the back and the front 
ot the depth of a yoke, with a bow ‘in 
thé middle ot the back and a bow and 
ends in front. A crinoline lining is 
plaited in with the Skirt and there is 
no other lining. This dress has been 
made fora woman well known in Paris

When the loose jacket is made in silk 
or lace it is usually plaited. A model 
in shot red and green taffeta in accor- 


dion-plaited, and the top is draped 
with black lace and black satin ribbon. 
The sleeves are full to the wrist, to per- 
mit it to go on over a bodice sleeve, but 


passementerie insertion, and the same 
trimming is near the edge of the skirt. 
Jet ornaments are in the lace at the 
neck. The blouse with this dress is of 
black brussels net, with appliques of 
white lace, with a wide-draped belt of 
the silk, and the sleeve is of the same 
net in several puffs to the elbow, where 
it ends in a ruffle, with a small sling 
drapery at the top of the silk.

Beige cloth with white trimmings, 
lined with steel passetrienterie and 
steel buttons, is a combination that for 
several seasons has not falled to ap- 
pear with the crocuses. It is a favor 
ite with the dressmakers, and suits an 
elegant ¢lientelle, but it is too delicat 
to be recommended for practical ha 
wear. One way of arranging it is to 
cut cut a pattern in the eloth and set 
white silk underneath and edge the 
pattern all round with a narrow thread 
of the passementerie. f there is a 
figaro, the corners of the jacket and 
the close part of the sleeves are treated 


in this way; if there is a blouse, the

whole front with epaulette is 
thus treated. The blouse front may be 
cut low and slashed open over a high 
guimpe of white ‘silk, all dotted with 
Steel beads. . 
more pronounced combination al- 
ready sirnalled above is that of black 
and white. It is one of Doucet’s Ideas, 
and is very Parisian. A black c’oth 
gown by this dressmaker is made with 
a figaro, with collers, revers and cuffs 
of white cloth, the revers running the 
saine width to the bottom of the 
jacket, and all the white is crossed at 
intervals. by long loops of black braid, 
ending each in a black button, in a 
military manner. The front breadth 
of the skirt is open all the way down 
over white, with loops and buttons 
across. 
White serge and twilled flannels de- 
pend upofi a colored blouse and yellow 
shoes for their effect. The fancy of 
the moment in blouse fronte is ‘for 
stripes. 
NEW SILKS AND COTTONS. 
Stripes are the favorite designs in 
both silk and cotton goods, and stripes 
form the ground of many flowered pat- 
‘terns. They are of all widths, begin- 
‘ing with hair lines. Also in great fa- 
or are checks, which run from  pin- 
cad size to inch blocks, and to grounds

cottons and silks, and with some re- 
serves they are made up in much the 
same manner. The skirts of all striped 
and checked material are cut in a par- 
ticular way. All the breadths are gored 
on both sides, eéxactly like a front 
breadth, so as to permit all the stripes 
to match in the seams, and keep all 
the lines upright. There are seven 
breadths in a silk. skirt, and ae they 
begin at the foot with thé width of 
the silk, the reader can judge of the 
width of the skirt, The back is set 
into the belt with box-plaits or gath- 
ers; I have just seen one at Felix in 
inch-deep gashes, after the manner of 
two years ago. 

A great deal of thin embroidered. 
muslin is used on both silks and cot- 
tons. It is laid over a color so as to 
form a transparency and throw up 
the embroidery very white. A gown 
made at Rouff’s of blue and white flow- 
ered taffeta, has the front of the bodice 
cut low, and cut down through the mid- 
dle to the belt over a high-necked front 
of embroidered muslin laid over bluę. 
The edge of the silk is scalloped so as 
to leave points and is bound with gimp. 
The sleeve has the close part made of 
the embroidery over blue.

The author of this little volume is 


known to but a limited number of 
American readers, but he is an inter- 
esting and significant figure in the lit- 
erature and politics of France today.

How little does one half of the world 
know of the life of the other half. 
Those who live in the light of pros- 
perity and ease realize little of the 
experiences of those who live in the 
shadow of the fadeless eclipse of pov- 
erty and wretchedness. It is upon the 
life of the slums that the volume before 
us throws its powerful rays, revealing 
the filth, the ignorance, the want and 
the terrible sufferings of the poor in 
great cities. The object of the author 
is to make this picture of life amongst 
“our great unclassed'“ as faithful as 
possible.

This life of Lamar, a man so largely 

identified with the history of the coun- 

try for a generation of years, is a royal 
octavo of 820 pages, with sixteen full- 
page ilustrations, presenting portraits, 
single and in groups, of Mr. Lamar's 
family, and of numerous distinguished 
statesmen and jurists. It is bound in 
muslin and executed generally in the 
best style. The latter part of the book 
contains a full account of Mr. Lamar’s 
career as Secretary of the Interior, 
and of the interests and policies 
of that important office under Mr. 

Cleveland’s first administration, and 

also an account of Justice Lamar’s ca- 

reer on the Supreme Bench of the 

United States. There is, besides, an ap- 

pendix, containing a collection of all 

such of Mr. Lamar’s speeches of general 
and permanent interest as have not 
been incorporated into the body of the

LITERARY COMMENT. 


On Pleasing the Taste of the Public. 

(Literary Digest:) Is there a liter- 
ary public, one public, having a taste 
in common with all its members? Or 
is there a fallacy concealed in the 
phrase which speaks of “the taste of 
the public?” Mr. Brander Matthews 
(April Forum) is inclined to think 
that, so far from there being one pub- 
lic, the number of publics having 
widely divergent likes and dislikes is 
indefinite, if not infinite. There are, 
he believes, as many different publics 
as there are separate authors; and he 
argues that there must be, since no 


same appeal to their readers; that the 
public is really but a congeries of war- 
ring factions, and that sometimes these 
factions are representative of the de- 
gree of development to which those 
who compose it have attained. 

In Dr. Pole’s scientific discussion of 
the “Evolution of Whist,” we are 
told that the development of whist has 
had four periods. In the first of these 
the player relied chiefly on his master- 
cards and his trumps, following suit 
with any one of his low cards; and this 
Dr. Pole calls the primative game. In 
the second stage the game was raised 
into a really intellectual pastime by 
Hoyle and his followers, and long whist 
gave way before short whist. The game 
of Hoyle was the basis of the develop- 
ment taking place during the third pe- 
riod, during which there was evolved 
the philosophical game, indissolubly 
connected with the names of Clay and 
Cavendish. The fourth period is that 
of the latter-day improvements, in

than either Mr. Tupper or Mr. Roe 
have not taken this point of view natur- 
ally, and thus they have failed to voice 
the feelings of the very segment of the 
reading circle they hoped to please. In- 
deed, I doubt if any author, who has 
tried to guess at the taste of the public 
that he might flatter it, has ever made 
a hit satisfactory to himself, and I am 
certain that no author who really de- 
spised his audience, as more than one 
author may have pretended to despise 
it, has ever really pleased those to 
whom he made his appeal thus cyni- 
cally. It happens that I have met at 
one time or another many of the nov- 
elists and dramatists of France, of Eng- 
land, and of America, those whom the 
critics delight to honor, and those also 
at whom the criticasters joy to gird, 
and the quality which the latter class 
seemed to me to have most abund- 
antly was earnestness. They believed 
in their own work, and they were doing 
itas wellasin them lay. Their success 
was due to the fact that their best cor- 
responded absolutely with the ideal of 
a certain segment of the reading circle 
or of, a certain proportion of the play- 
goers. In other words, and to use an- 
other of Lincoln’s always keen phrases, 
these popular novelists and dramatists 
were producing ‘just the kind of thing 
that a man would like who liked that 
kind of thing.’ And that is why they 
met with a far wider success than the 
far cleverer and far more accomplished 
men .of letters whose merits might be 
vaunted by all who had so far pro- 
gressed themselves in literature as to 
appreciate the latter-day developments, 
as Dr. Pole calls them.“ ae 


Conditions of Literary Productive- 
ness. 

The announcement of Mr. Kipling’s 
intention to return to India was spoken 
of by The Bookman as a wise thing for 
him to do; for,“ said that journal, it 
is impossible that even such a genius 
as he is should long be able to repro- 
duce the mystic spirit of India while 
living in Brattleboro, Vt. No person 
should ever be long absent from his 
proper milieu.” On these remarks G. M. 
Hammell, writing for the Western 
Christian Advocate, bases an article 
on “Conditions of Literary Productive- 
ness,“ arguing, in substance, that fields 
do not yield to the sower unless fit con- 
ditions exist. There must be,.sympa- 
thetic relation. In the mind of the 
writer there may lie the germ of a 
poem or a novel, but there shall be no 
product unless the spiritual atmos- 
phere becomes genial. Of Kipling Mr. 
Hammell says: 

“India stimulated him as it has stim- 
ulated few men, but even he has not 
responded to all the mysticism of that 
majestic triangle that juts out from the 
Himalayas into the hot southern seas. 
There are secrets that India whispers 
only to her own children—no foreigner 
may be admitted to the shrine where 
the oracle whispers to the reverently- 
receptive soul, saturated with the life 
of the Orient. Even Kipling has car- 
ried the European mind to Asia, and 
has not wholly entered into the inner 
courts where the secret rites of the in- 
digenous life are celebrated. Of course, 
Kipling has written out of experience 
actually consummated: under the skies 
of the East, which accounts for his 
fame and force.“ 

In continuation the writer says:

which the American leads have been 
adopted with other concomitant devices 
of ‘like delicacy and subtlety. Having 
thus noted the evolution of whist, Mr. 
Matthews finds analogous features in 
literature. He says in part: 

“As it happens there is a depart- 
ment of literature in which the devel- 
opment is singularly similar to the evo- 
lution of whist, and in which we can 
also declare four chronological periods, 
the one following the other, and flower- 
ing from it. This is the art of fiction. 
In the beginning fiction dealt with the 
impossible—with wonders, with mys- 
teries, with the supernatural; and these 
are the staple of the ‘Arabian Nights,’ 
of Greek romances like ‘The Golden 
Ass,’ and of the tales of chivalry like 
‘Amadis of Gaul.’ In the second stage 
the merely improbable was substituted 
for the frankly impossible; and the 
hero went through adventures in kind 
such as might befall anybody, but in 
quantity far more than are likely to 
happen to any single man, unless his 
name were Gil Blas or Quentin Dur- 
ward, Natty Bumppo, or d’Artagnan. 
Then, in the course of years, the im- 
probable was superseded by the prob- 
able; and it is by their adroit presen- 
tation of the probable that Balzac and 
Thackeray hold their high places in 


the history of the art. But the craft 


of the novelist did not come to its cli- 
max with the masterpieces of Balzac 
and of Thackeray; its development con- 
tinued perforce; and there arose story- 
telle who preferred to deal rather 
with the inevitable than with the prob- 
able only; of this fourth stage of the 
evolution of fiction perhaps the most 
salient examples are the ‘Scarlet Let- 
ter’ of Hawthorne, and the ‘Romola’ 
of George Eliot, the ‘Smoke’ of Turgen- 
ieff and the “Ana Karenina’ of Tol- 

“We all see that it was in the in- 
fancy of fiction that it dealt with the 
impossible, and in is boyhood that it 
began to attempt the improbable. Al- 
though the liking for the impossible 
still survives among children, and is 
likely to survive among them always, 
I am inclined to think that it is al- 
most dead among men and women who 
have attained their majority. The bulk 
of the novel-readers of this last decade 
of the nineteenth century are either in 
the second stage of development, or 
in the third; they have been wearied 
by the exploiting of the impossible, 
but they are not yet ready to enjoy 
the discussion. of the inevitable; and 
they do not care much whether the 
meidents of the stories they lounge 
through negligently are doubtfully im- 
probable, or actually probable. But 
there is a certain portion of the public 
which takes its fiction seriously, which 
respects the art of narrative, which sees 
the possibilities now open before the 
novelist, and which holds the story- 
teller up to the highest standard. This 
portion of the public—welcoming 
warmly the fiction which gives the most 
truthful interpretation of life—is stead- 


ily gaining in numbers and in in- 


fluence.”

Hints to Some Contributors. 


To, young literary aspirants” who 
are just setting out on the difficult 
career of writing as a profession, a 
few suggestions, born of some knowl- 
edge of existing conditions and some 
experience with would-be authors, may 
be of practical value; because there are, 
for new contributors to magazines and 
newspapers especially, a few basal in- 
ferences or assumptions which are step- 
ping-stones to immediate success and 
to future eminence. Thus prefatorially 
stating the case, the editor of the Out- 
look proceeds to give some contribu- 
tors” the benefit of his advice. True, 
the altruistic editor lays simself open 
to the charge of facetiousness, pure and 
simple, but knowing him, as we do, to 
be a very sober man, we do not take 
it upon ourselves to decide on that 
point. Whatever be the fact, we 
share his solicitude for the welfare of 
“some contributors’ and therefore re- 
produce a part of his counsel. In the 
first place he advises those whom he 
has in his mind’s eye to cherish the ele- 
mentary truth that good writng comes 
by nature, and not by practice; that 
it is well at the start, therefore, to rid 
one’s self of the idea that one must 


Work, observe, think, practice, ve, be- 


fore one-car write with ease, clearness 
and power. Trust to nature, says he; 
do not waste time on construction, 
grammar or style say what you have 
to say in the first words that océur to 
you; believe implicity in yourself; and 
if your manuscript comes back to you, 
assume at once that your failure is 
due to lack of personal influence, to 
‘the jealousy of the literay coterie, and 
to the ignorance and indifference of 
editors. We quote: 

“Believe firmly that editors care only 
for names and not at all for the in- 
trinsic interest of the articles sub- 
mitted to them; that they never read 
manuscripts which come from new 
writers; that they detest unknown

Rewards of Literature. 

(Lippincott for April:) Not all of 
the truly worthy authors of past times 
have been condemned to penury and 
vagabondage. Some of them, on the 
contrary, have acquired fortunes by 
reason of the liberal compensation 
they received for their work. Scott 
was paid for one of his novels at the 
rate of $252 per day for the time em- 
ployed in writing it, and his total lit- 
erary earnings aggregated $1,500,000. 
Byron got $20,000 for ‘Childe Harold“ 
and $15,000 for Don Juan.“ Moore sold 
“Lalla Rookh“ for $15,750, and his 
“Irish Melodies” brought him $45,000. 
Gray received only $2000 for his po- 
ems, and not a cent for the immortal 
“Blegy,” out of which the publisher 
made $5000; but that was because he 
had an eccentric prejudice against 
taking money for writing. Tennyson 
had an annual income of from $40,000 
to $50,000 for many years, though in 
the early part of his career, when he 
wrote “Maud” and “In Memoriam,” he 
realized next to nothing. Longfellow 
sold his first poems, including some of 
his best ones, at very low res, but 
he lived to receive $4000, or $20 a line, 
for “The Hanging of the Crane,” and 
when he died he was worth $350,000. 
Whittier left an estate of $200,000; and 
several of the leading American prose 
writers have done quite as well. These 
are exceptions, it is true, but they 
serve to modify the general rule, and 
to show that, in cases of superior merit, 
literature has proved to be notably 
profitable.“

THE CAPITAL OF BRITISH GUIANA A FUNNY CITY, WHERE 
‘99 MEN OUT OF EVERY 100 ARE BACHELORS. 


No Surrender Without a Fight—That is Sure to Be England’s Attitude. 
The Reason Why—Strange and Interesting Amusements of the 
people The Sand Deserts and Gold Mines—The Coolies 
Are in the Majority—Their Dress.

@LORGETOWN (B. G.,) April 14.— 
Whether the claim of Great Britain 
regarding the Venezuelan boundary is 
just or unjust, it can be settled for a 
certainty that not an inch of the land 
will she give up without a struggle, 
and a hard struggle. The reason is 
very simple; the life, the bone and sinew 
of British Guiana is the gold interest, 
and the richest gold fields are in the 
territory most directly in the dispute— 
that on the coast just south of the Or- 
inoco River. To understand why this 
is so, one needs to know the geographi- 
éal conditions of the country. 

British Guiana was made by the con- 
tinual denudation of a heavy rain of 
from 100 to 130 inches annually, caus- 
ings floods, which rise to from twenty 
to thirty feet above the level of the dry 
season, and these floods washed down 
the land from the high ground, and 
formed the coast which now stretches 
for twenty miles inland. Sand reefs far 
back in the interior prove this conclu- 
sively. There are miles and miles 
of this sand which formed the ocean 
beach of years ago, back beyond the 
new forest. The sand is of dazzling 

_ whiteness, and so hot is it, being wholly 
unprotected by vegetation, that even 
the Indians, who never wear shoes, 
have to bind pieces of bark about their 
feet before crossing one of these deserts. 

Growded out of planting, the young 
Englishmen have had to look about 
for something else; the gold fever de- 
veloped, and gold is what has taken 
the place of sugar plantations. Gold 

there is in abundance, the only diffi- 
culty being in getting it out. An Ameri- 
can “‘colonel’’ here told me he has trav- 
eled in every country, and has been 
in the bush“ here for three years. Al- 
most every one in the place has an 
interest in the gold fields, even includ- 
ing one man who is in a way connected 
with the United States government,

TERRIBLE DISASTER AT THE 
VIEJA MINE NEAR CHIHUAHUA. 


Great Pillars of Ore Suporting the 
Roof of the Mine Were Being

EL PASO (Tex.,) April 25.—A special 

dispatch to the Times tonight from 
Chihuahua, Mex., says the most terri- 
ble mining disaster that has ever oc- 
curred in Northern Mexico happened 
Thursday afternoon at the Vieja mine, 
about twelve miles distant in the Santa 
Eulalia district. The mine is a very 
rich silver property, and has been 
worked for the last hundred years. The 
roof of the mine has been supported by 
great pillars of ore, and a few weeks 
ago P. B. Prieto, the owner, began tak- 
ing out those supports. Prieto urged 
the miners, who are Mexicans, to con- 
tinue at work in spite of protests, it is 
sald, and the terrible accident re- 
sulted. 
Bighty-five men were at work when 
the cave-in occurred, Of these eighteen 
and sixty-seven were buried, 
‘and of the latter thirty-seven have been 
taken out, seven of whom are dead and 
thirty seriously crushed, and many will 
not live. There is very little chance of 
recovering alive the thirty men yet un- 
der the earth. The Governor left today 
for the scene.

“*T shall not enter into an examina- 
‘tion of the causes which have combined 
to depreciate the relative value of sil- 
ver, and to appreciate the value of gold 
since 1873, but I am one of those who 
believe that they are transient and 
temporary in their nature, and that 
when they have passed away, or have 
been removed by the separate or united 
actions of the nations most deeply in- 
terested in the subject, the old ratio 
of actual and relative value will be re- 
established on a firmer foundation than 
ever. 

„J know that the world's stock of 
precious metals is none too large, and 
I see no reason to apprehend that it 
will ever become so. Mankind will be 
fortunate, indeed, if the annual pro- 
duction of gold and silver shall keep 
pace with the annual increase of popu- 
lation, commerce and industry. Ac- 
cording to my view of this subject, the 
conspiracy which seems to have been 
formed here and in Europe to destroy 
by legislation and otherwise from 
three-sevenths to one-half the metallic 
mines of the world, is the most gigantic 
scheme of this or any other age. The 
consummation of such a scheme would 
ultimately entail more misery upon the 
human race than all the wars, pesti- 
lences and famines that ever occurred 
in the history of the world. The abso- 
lute and instantaneous destruction of 
half the movable property of the world. 
including horses, ships, railroads and 
all other appliances for carrying on

“Second—All of those men now de- 
nounce those people who are opposed 
to the single gold standard as being 
scoundrels and lunatics. Yet they are 
only following the doctrines which Car- 
lisle and company preached. Are we, 
then, to infer that Mr. Carlisle and his 
two Cabinet associates were scoundrels 
and lunatics until they got to be old 
men, and that then the tinsel of a 
Cabinet position not only made them 
honest, but gave them brains? If not, 
then how are we to know which end or 
their career was honest, intelligent and 
patriotic? For, in the absence of any 
legislation, some of us might think 
that they were honest and patriotic, 
when, in the vigor of their manhood, 
they were standing by a wronged peo- 
ple, and that it is the latter end of 
their career that is destitute of honesty, 
intelligence or patriotism. 
should have told us. 

“Third—Mr. Carlisle should have ex- 
plained why it was that for two hun- 
dred years gold and silver held the 
market ratio of about 15% to 1. The 
ratio fixed by law was 15 to 1 in some 
countries; 15% to 1 in most countries, 
and for a while 16 to 1 in our country. 
In other words, the market ratio, as 
shown by the tables, remained practic- 
ally the same as the statutory ratio 
during all that time. If the two metals 
cannot stand together, how does it hap- 
pen that they did so without serious 
fluctuation for two hundred years, not- 
withstanding the fact that the annual 
production of each metal varied greatly 
from time to time? 

“Fourth—If only one of the metals 
can be a standard and a measure of the 
value of things, and if a combined 
standard of both gold and silver is as 
impossible as it is to have two yard- 
sticks of different lengths, why was it 
that some of the greatest financiers of 
the world, and particularly Baron 
Rothschild, stated in 1869 that it was 
the sum of the two metals taken to- 
gether which formed the measure of 
value of things? No matter which 
metal might for a time predominate, 
nevertheless the sum of the two taken 
together was the measure of the value 
of all property. If the same countries 
had stricken down gold by law and de- 
stroyed it for monetary uses, and made 
silver the sole standard, would not sil- 
ver have gone up and the purchasing 
power of gold gone down? 

„Fifth—Mr. Carlisle should have ex- 
plained why it was that in every coun- 
try where silver was stricken down it 
was done by the arbitrary act of gov- 
ernment, and that neither commerce 
nor business had anything to do 


h 
- “Sixth—It is a fundamental law, rec- 
ognized by all gold-standard financiers, 
except recent converts, that when the 
volume of money in the world is re- 
duced, the selling price of all property 
and commodities goes down correspond- 
ingly. Therefore the wiping-out by law 
of nearly half the money of the world 
had to reduce the selling price of com- 
modities proportionately. And, inas- 
much as the debts were not reduced, 
as interest was not reduced, as 


Carlisle think, even now, 
just as he did in 1878, that a great 
crime was committed against the en- 
tire debtor class, and against the pro- 
ducing class by bringing about a con- 
dition of affairs by law which com- 
pelled the debtor, the producer and the 
laborer to sell twice as much property 
or labor as were formerly necessary to 
get the same amount of money? 
“Seventh—If prices are so reduced 
that it takes everything the debtor can 
get together to pay his fixed charges, 
and everything the laborer can get to- 
gether to buy a little coarse clothing 
and plain food for his family, can either 
the debtor or the laborer spend much 
money buying other articles?

the destruction of what we once called 
our great home market? If this is de- 
stroyed so that our great factories and 
industries are unable to dispose of 
their productions, must they not shut 
down and throw labor out of employ- 
Is not that exactly what has 
happened in this country? 
“Bighth—As_ the 
most when there is a large demand for 
the articles he creates, does it not nec- 
essarily follow that until there is a rise

the producing class can again do large 
miscellaneous buying, there is no hope 
for the laborer? 

Nintl—As there cannot be a general 
rise in prices without an increase in 
the volume of money, must not the 
present paralysis and stagnation con- 
tinue in the world until the volume of 
money is again restored to what it was 
before silver was stricken down? 

“Tenth—There are in the United 
States over nine thousand banks, in- 
cluding national, State and private. The 
Comptroller of the Currency, one of 
Carlisle’s assistants, received reports 
from these banks showing the total 
amount of money of every kind that 
each bank had on July 11, 1895. From 
this report it appears that there were 
in round numbers only $127,000,000 of 
gold in all of the banks of the United 
States. This was all of the available 
gold in this country. There were about 
$100,000,000 in the treasury at that 
time, but this is not available. Mr. 
Carlisle did not refer to these figures, 
which are known to be accurate. But, 
instead, he cited the figures given out 
by the Director of the Mint, also one 
of his assistants, in which it is claimed 
that there is about $600,000,000 of gold 
in this country. 

“Mr. Carlisle must know that these 
figures are incorrect, and that the 
tables given out by the Director of the 
Mint on this point are worthless, be- 
cause it appears from his report for 
1892 that he assumes that every dollar 
put in circulation, exeept where a rec- 
ord was made of its exportation, and 
that he has made no allowances for the 
money that was carried over the north- 
ern boundary and our south- 
ern boundary for twenty-four years, 
nor for the money carried back by Chi- 
nese during that time, nor for gold 
coin used in the arts and not reported 
during that time, nor for all that was 
lost, nor for all that was carried across 
the ocean in the pockets of our people 
during all those years. Yet the Direc- 
tor says, in his reports of 1891, that 
during the Paris Exposition the total 
sum spent by our people abroad in one 
year was over $90,000,000. Why does 
Mr. Carlisle use figures that he knows 
are incorrect and are manifestly given 
out only for the purpose of misleading 
the American people on the question 
as to the amount of money they have 
in circulation? 3 

“Eleventh—A year ago Mr. Cleveland 
sent for his former law partner and 
close friend, and through him Mr. 
Cleveland and Mr. Carlisle together 
made a secret contract with another 
friend, who was a former client of 
Cleveland, by which that friend and his 
associate speculators were enabled to 
make nine or ten millions out of the 
government in a few weeks on a small 
bond transaction. And the reason 
given for this extraordinary, and even 
criminal, procedure was that the spec- 
ulators and sharks of Wall street had 
agreed to protect the government 
against the gold raids until the follow- 
ing November. That is, the wealthiest, 
most enterprising, most powerful, most 
industrious and thrifty nation on the 
globe paid tribute to a small band of 
speculators for protection. And when 
the month of November arrived these 
speculators withdrew their: protection 
and then the government proceeded to 
issue another hundred mililons of 
bonds, thus increasing the burdens of 
our people. ‘ 

“Now, Mr. Carlisle might have ex- 
patiated on this and pointed out to the 
American people the loftly character 
of the statesman involved in these 
transactions; for, strange to say, many 
of our intelligent people are utterly un- 
able to comprehend it. While Mr. Car- 
lisle does not seem to have been a suc- 
cess in the capacity of bunco-steerer 
among the laboring men of Chad. 
there are many points upon which he 
could be very interesting, and I would 
suggest that they bring him back and 
let him talk about matters in which he 
is at home. :

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A Committee Report on 
Pacific Roads. 


Three Lines of Policy Are Open 
to the Government. 


An Extension of the Lien is 
the Plan Favored.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Chairman 
Powers of the House Committee on Pa- 
cific Roads today presented to the 
House the report of the majority of the 
committee on the Pacific Railroad Bill, 
It makes a very comprehensive and ex- 
haustive document. The report sketches 
very briefly the familiar history of leg- 
islation by which the government 
granted subsidy bonds to the Pacific 


‘roads, and then outlines exhaustively 


the provisions which Congress has 
made from time to time for the repay- 
ment of the bonds. 

The report says on this point: The 
acts of Congress prescribing the provis- 
ion to be made by the companies for 
the repayment of bonds and the inter- 
est thereon have all been fully complied 
with by the companies.” 2 

It was believed by Congress, the re- 
port says, that the provisions so pre- 
scribed to be made would suffice to dis- 
charge ‘the subsidy bonds and interest 
thereon at maturity. As a matter of 
fact, they have not sufficed. The insuf- 
ficiency of the Congressional provision 
has not resulted from any failure or 
omission of any of the companies to 
fully carry out the provisions of the 
various acts of Congress but has re- 
sulted from to causes; first, the great 
reduction in rates of transportation, 
which has reduced, far beyond the orig- 
inal anticipation, the amount of com- 
pensation which the companies were 
entitled to receive from the United 
States for government transportation, 
and second, the reduced, and, until a 
very recent date, the constantly-dimin- 
ishing rate of interest upon the gov- 
ernment bonds in which the Thurman 
sinking fund was originally required to 
be invested. | | 

It was expected that the retention of 
half of the compensation for services 
rendered for the government would 


equal or exceed the current interest 


on the subsidy bonds, and that the re- 
served 5 per cent. of net earnings would 
suffice for the repayment of the princi- 
pal of the debt at maturity. It was 


estimated that the aggregate annual 


interest would be $3,892,080, and the 
fact that the army and navy transpor- 
tation and postal service to the Pacific 
had cost the government annually $7,- 
357,781, one-half of this compensation 
for services to the government would 
have very nearly paid the whole an- 
nual interest account; but, notwith- 
standing the vast increase in the gov- 
ernment transportation to the Pacific 
Coast, the rates of compensation at 
which the companies were paid for the 
services which they rendered the gov- 
ernment were reduced so low that the 
companies, instead of receiving an 
amount double or even equal to the 
annual interest on the subsidy bonds, 
found themselves left debtors annually 
to the government in the interest ac- 
count in large amounts. 4 : 

The insufficiency of the acts of 1862 
and 1864 becoming obvious, the report 
States, Congress in 1878 passed the 
Thurman Act, providing for the reser- 
vation of the whole instead of half 
the compensation for government trans- 
portation, and with amounts reserved 
in the bond and interest account (so- 
called,) and the further amounts speci- 
fied in the act to be paid into the Thur- 
man sinking fund, should at least equal 
25 per cent. of the net earnings of the 
properties. The provisons of the law 
have been fully carried out, and there 
has been no interruption (notwith- 
standing the insolvency of one of these 
companies) in the continued compliance 
by both the Union Pacific Railway 
Company and the Central Pacific Rail- 
way Company, with the full require- 
ments which Congress has heretofore 
established; but the expectation of 
Senator Thurman that the sinking fund 
could be invested in government bonds 
upon a 5 per cent., or anything like a 
5 per cent. basis, utterly failed, as for 
a very considerable portion of the time 
government bonds have sold very much 
nearer a 2 per cent. than a 5 per cent. 
basis. 

These.companies have repaid to the 
United States sums which in the aggre- 
gate are almost equal to the entire 
amount of the subsidy bonds loaned; 
and in the case of the Union Pacific 
Railway Company the payments will 
exceed by the sum of about $5,000,000 the 
entire amount of the subsidy bonds is- 
sued to its constituent companies. The 
decline in the rates of transportation 18s 
obvious, when it is considered that the 
army and navy transportation and pos- 
tal service to the Pacific, before the 
construction of the roads, cost the gov- 
ernment annually $7,357,781. while the 
cost of a like transportation on both the 
Union and Central Pacific in 1889, the 
latest year for which the accounts have 
been made up, when the volume of 
business transported must have been 
many times as great as that trans- 
ported before the construction of the 
roads, cost the government only $1,753,- 
426. On the other hand, the Thurman 
sinking fund, instead of earning 6 per 
cent. per annum invested therein, has 
yielded only comparatively insignifi- 
cant returns. 

From statements furnished by the 
Secretary of the Treasury. Chairman 
Powers shows that the total subsidy 
bonds advanced were: Union Pacific 
Railway, 327.236.512; Kansas Pacific, $6,- 
$03,000; total, $33,539,512. Central Pa- 
cific Railway, $25,885,120: Western Pa- 
cific Railroad, $1,970,560; total, $27,855.- 
680. Total subsidy bonds advanced to 
these companies, $61,395,192. The repay- 
ments were: Union Pacific Railroad, 
888.569.935: Central Pacific Railway, $18,- 
185.458; total $56,577,394. The repay- 
ments on January 1, 1897, fall short of 
an amount equa! to the principal of the 
subsidy bonds advanced by about the 
of $4,639,797. 
debts to the govern- 
ment on January 1, 1897, are: Union Pa- 
cific and Kansas Pacific, $55,715,408; 
Central Pacific and Western Pacific, 
$57,681,514. Three possible lines of pol- 


icy seemed open to the government, Mr, 
Powers, states, namely:

den, the bridge across the Missouri 
River at Omaha, the entire body of un- 
sold lands, together with outstanding 
land contracts. In the case of the Cen- 
tral Pacific the lien is extended to in- 
clude the non-aided lines extending 
from Niles to Oakland, on the bay of 
San Francisco, together with the local 
lines, terminal] properties and real es- 


tate in San Francisco, Oakland and. 


Alameda, steamers, ferry-boats and 
equipment of ferries, which constitute 
the great terminals of the Central Pa- 
cific in and near San Francisco.” 

The bill requires the Southern Pacific 
lease of the Central Pacific to be mod- 
led to guarantee the indebtedness of 
the Central. 

‘ The report estimates $4,000,000 to be a 
fair average of the annual earnings of 
the roads, and declares that it will be 
» folly to exact more each year than the 
income of that year could discharge.

CRIPPLE CREEK, April 25.—An 
angry courtesan threw a lamp at her 
lover at 1 o’clock today and $2,000,000 
worth of property was destroyed in 
three hours. The lamp hit the stove, 


igniting the oll and setting fire-to the 


furniture. In &@ few minutes the build- 
ing was in flames. This was Gough’s 
dance hall on Meyers avenue, near 
Third, In a very short time the ad- 
joining buildings had caught, despite 
the efforts of the fire department. It 
soon became evident that the conflagra- 
tion was to be a big one, but no one 
thought it would reach such an area. 
When the fire broke out the danger 
of a big conflagration was not per- 
ceived, and it was thought that the fire- 
men, who were early on the _ scene, 
would have the flames under control 
in a.very tew minutes. But in a short 
time the fire had spread to the adjoin- 
ing buildings, and a brisk wind sprang 
up.. Then it was conceded by all that 
at least half a dozen buildings near the 
corner of Meyers and Third. streets 
would go, and the occupants began to 
move out. But many had waited too 
long, and were unable to get to their 
goods. Some barely escaped with their 
lives, several women being dangerously 
burned. Every minute added fury to 
the flames, and when the fire had 


The heat became so intense that 
buildings on the north side ot Meyers 
avenue took fire. Then it was that the 
occupants of stores and offices saw the 
true danger, and began to make prep- 
arations to save their possessions. 
Every wagon in town was pressed into 
service, and goods were hauled away. 
Not a tenth part of the goods Were 
saved. By the time the postoffice ned 
caught, it became evident that 0 
only way to stop the progress of the 
fire was to blow up buildings with dyn- 
amite. This was done under the super- 
vision of the firemen, and a number of 
buildings had to be sacrificed before 
the fire had reached them. An acci- 
dent occurred which lost a fireman his 
leg. He was placing a big charge un- 
der the Sisters’ Hospital, when it ex- 


ploded, blowing his leg. off. 


By 40’clock there had demolished the 
blocks between Third and Fifth streets 
on Meyer, between Third and Fifth on 
Bennett, stopping just. this side of the 
new Midland depot and warehouse, be- 
tween Third and Fourth on Carr, with 
the exception of a few buildings on the 
Third-street side. Nearly all the build- 
ings between Third and Fifth streets 
on Eaton were destroyed. Many peo- 
ple lost everything they had. The peo- 
ple not affected have offered shelter to 
the homeless, of which there are sev- 
eral hundred. The burnt district is to 
be rebuilt at once with brick and stone 
buildings. 

The property on Meyers avenue was 
occupied for the most part by the demi 
monde and saloons. Two two-story thea- 
ters. Topic and Holland’s, were there, 
and innumerable dance halls. The post- 
office on Jennett avenue is a total wreck, 
only the vault standing. Twenty thou- 
sand letters and thousands of p 
were destroyed. The First National 
Bank’s vault is standing. All the books 
and papers were saved and the bank 
opened for business, while its building 
was burning, in a room adjoining the 
Bimetallic Bank. The Episcopal and 
Congregational churches. were de- 
stroyed. 

The City Jail. in which were confined 
about twenty prisoners, has only the 
iron cages left. The prisoners were re- 
leased. The Sisters’ Hospital was 
blown up, after the patients d been 
removed to the Pike’s Peak Hospital. 
anor Steele ordered all saloons closed, 
which prevented lawlessness. A report 
was started that thieves were busy, and 
a hundred deputies were at once sworn 
in and the militia was called out, but no 
depredations were committed. Hun- 
dreds of people were made homeless, 
but they were all given shelter by the 
generous people of the town. .The fal- 
len women were made welcome in the 
best houses in the city.

FOUGHT LIKE BRAVE MEN, 


THE BRITISHERS FROM BULUWAY 
A GALLANT BAND. 


Several Remarkable Instances of 
Heroism Recorded—The Mata- 
beles Display Greater Knowl- 
,edge of Tactics Than of Tore. 
The Boers. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE) — 
CAPE TOWN, April 25.—(By South 
African Cable. Associated Press Copy- 
right, 1896.) Every additional item of 
news from Buluwayo ~sh6Ows that the 
small body of British troops of 300 men 
which made a sortie Friday morning 
from that town and engaged a Mata- 
bele army occupying about four miles 
of the north bank of the Ungunza River, 
displayed the greatest gallantry. Sev- 
eral remarkable examples of heroism 
are recorded upon the part of officers 
and troops in saving the lives of 
wounded comrades at the risk of their 
own lives. The general result of the en- 
gagement appears to have been a re- 
verse for the British, who were greatly 
outnumbered and were nearly sur- 
rounded. 
The Matabeles showed much better 
knowledge of tactics. than. they did 
while fighting years back. They threw 
themselves on the ground when they 
saw the machine guns going into action, 
and repeatedly tried to outflank the 
troopers, The evidence points to the 
Matabeles having the intention of en- 
deavoring to surround the town and 
cut off communication with it in all di- 
rections... 
A patrol was to have left Buluwayo 
on Thursday in order to ascertain if 
the route to Salisbury. was still open 
for the advance of the relief columns 
dispatched from Mafeking; upon which 
body of men rests the hope of relieving 
Buluwayo. The advance guard of the 
column expected to reach the outposts 
of. Buluwayo. during the first week in 
May, and the main body, it is hoped, 
were reach the hesieged town soon after- 
ward.

GROUND SOAKED IN BLOOD 


NEEDED EVIDENCE IN THE TRIAL 
OF SCOTT JACKSON. 


Testimony Taken Yesterday Goes to 
Show That a Terrible Crime Was 
‘Surely Committed—Pearl Bryan 
Seen at a Depot with Walling. 


GY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
NEWPORT (Ky.,) April 25.—Interest 
in the trial of Scott Jackson does not 


were examined today. Most of them 
were used simply to fill gaps in the tes- 
timony already given or to corroborate 
the same. There was some strong evi- 
dence to show that the ground where 
the body was found was soaked with 
blood nearly a foot deep. The paucity 
of blood on the surface has been one of 
the obstructing points on which the de- 
fense sets much value. The most im- 
portant testimony was that of two or 
three witnesses in the afternoon. 

Private Weaver of Fort Thomas testi- 
fied concerning the human hair which 
he found in a clot of blood on the 
ground where the body was found. Mrs. 
Bryan was called. She compared a 
lock of Pearl Bryan’s hair cut from her 
head a year ago, with the hair men- 
tioned by Weaver, and found the two 
alike. William Newell, a newspaper 
man, produced a bloody leaf found on 
the scene of the murder. 

W. O. Pinckard testified that on the 
Zist of January last, a little after noon, 
he saw Walling and a woman come out 
of Atlantic Garden into College street. 
Jackson joined them. The woman 
seemed hesitating. Jackson was talking 
and gesticulating earnestly. 

Mrs. Plymouth Weeks of Cincinnati, 
a spiritualistic medium, testified that 
in the last week of January, Pearl 
Bryan and Jackson came to her place. 
Pearl told her who she was, also her 
condition. The witness advised her to 
go home. 

Probably the most important testl- 
mony of the day was that of Pat J. 
Kinney, policeman at the Central Union 
Depot, from which trains leave for In- 
dianapolis. Kinney's business is to an- 
nounce trains. He said that on Janu- 
ary 31, Alonzo Walling came to the sit- 
ting-room over which he has charge at 
the Central Union Depot, about 2 
o'clock in the afternoon and remained 
there until about 4:10 o’clock, The wit- 
ness knows Walling perfectly. There 
was a lady whom Walling brought 
there, and who seemed in deep distress.

Short-lived, however, was his hap- 
piness; he was dragged before the tribunal 
and condemned to the torture of having a hole 
pierced through the cartilage of his nose and 
a pipe inserted therein. en, in order to 
render the punishment more «mpressive to the 
multitude, he was seated on the back of an 
ass with his face to the tail and drivep 
through the streets ef the city, while criers 
proclaimed his ffense and its merited punish- 
ment according to the law of the Sultan. 

Not less cruel were the barbarities inflicted 
upon Russian subjects, who, under Czar 
Michael Fedorowitz, were publicly knouted 
for using tobacco in any form—in some in- 
stances their nostrils being split open. I 

guilty of a second offense, death alone could 
wipe out the crime. The ambassadors of the 
Duke of Holstein, who visited Moscow in 1634, 
relate that they were eye-witnesses of a pub- 
lic exhibition of this kind, when eight men 
and one woman were punished with the knout 
for selling tobacco and brandy. By way of 
palliating this Russian atrocity they were in-. 
formed that houses in Moscow had been set 
on fire by smokers falling asleep and drop- 
ping their lighted -pipes.

On Monday the very dangerous ope- 
ration of “abdominal section” was per- 
formed on Mrs. Kate Brink of San Ber- 
nardino, at the Los Angeles Sanitarium. 
Until the past ten years only about 
five patients in a hundred recovered 
after this operation. 
In this case there was no possibility 
for the patient to live many months in 
her terrible condition, and she cheer- 
fully consented to the inevitable. 
This operation lasted two hours and 
was a triumph of modern surgical 
skill. The large arteries were ligated 
securely and the entire operation was 
attended with only a trifling loss of 
blood. It was the first time I ever 
gazed into the abdomen of a living per- 
son, and it made a lasting impression 
on me. The operation was done accord- 
ing to the modern aftiseptic rules, and 
I can easily see why antisepsis is the 
great keystone to successful surgery. 
I watched every detail of this wonder- 
ful operation, till the great rent in the 
abdomen was closed, and the patient 
carried unconscious back to her bed. 
Cancer on the Breast. 

The following day I attended an 

operation for the removal of a large 


a prominent Los Angeles lady, who pre- 
ferred not to have her name mentioned. 
As in the previous operation, every- 
thing was done antiseptically, and a 
cancer weighing three and one-half 
pounds was skillfully removed. The 
disease had gone so far that a few 
months more would have made the case 
hopeless. Surgery saved this life, too. 
After the operation, you would hardly 
believe that the big tumor came from 
this patient, as only a stitched line was

_A Puzzling Tumor. 

Thursday I witnessed the removal of 
a strange tumor from the hand of Mr. 
A. A. Hopkins, No. 229 Tulip. street, 
who is a well-known building con- 
tractor. He had consulted several 
prominent surgeons, but they all shook 
their heads and said: It's a strange 
case; rub it with this ointment and 
see if it don’t disappear.” Some of 
them who didn’t relish the idea of be- 
ing “up a stump,” said it was a rheu- 
matic puff, like wind puffs, so com- 
monly seen on horses. This was owing to 
the fact that the tumor often disap- 
peared up the sheath of the tendon of 
the hand. These surgeons told Mr. 
Hopkins that it was a gelatinous tumor, 
5 conforming to the action of such 
tumors, moved up and down the tendon 
sheeth. Here is where wide hospital 
experience counts, This tumor that was 
so puzzling to other surgeons was as 
easy as A B C to these experienced 
men. They even went so.far as to say 
thet if it did not contain gelatine on 
cutting into it no charge would be 
made for the operation. We were all 
excited when the operation began to 
see if it really was gelatine in a man’s 
hand.

Mother’? Fox Sued for Five Thou- 
: sand Dollars. 


George C. Colgan has begun an ac- 
‘tion against Mother Mary Bonaventura 
Fox for $5000 damages, alleged to have 
resulted from defendant’s refusal to 
provide the necessaries of life, in ac- 
cordance with the terms of a certain 
agreement entered into between the 
parties June 18, 1894, whereby the 
Mother Fox was to provide Colgan with 
all the necessaries of life for the term 
of his natural life for the sum of $400. 
The complaint declares that the money 
was paid forthwith, but that since Feb- 
ruary 3, 1896, defendant has persistently 
refused to carry out the agreement and 
still refuses to do so, and that Colgan 
has been compelled to provide himself 
with such necessaries, to his damage in 


‘AN IMPORTANT DECISION. 
Charges of Irregularities Are not 
Considered. 


The judgment entered for defendant, 
in the suit of Susan Welch aginst 
P. A. Howard. Street Superintendent, 
and John.T. Long, contractor, was a 
victory for the street-bonds law. July 
15, 1895, the paving of Main street 
from Ninth to Thirty-first was 
awarded to the Union Paving. Com- 
pany. Later, W. A. Field brought an 
action setting forth irregularities in 
connection with the awarding of con- 
tract, which resulted in the above 
company. filing a petition declining to 
enter into the contract. 

During the following November the 
City Engineer presented a new oridi- 
nance of intention to pave said thor- 
oughfare, and February 10 the Cit 
Council advertised for bids, and on t 
24th the contract was awarded to 
John T. Long, at an advance of $30,000 
over the former bid of the Union Pav- 
ing Company for 11,000 linear feet, in- 
cluding cost of curbing, etc. Susan 
Weloh filed a complaint March 10, 1896, 
asking that a writ of injunction be is- 
sued against the Street Superintendent 
and contractor, alleging irregularities 
in awarding of bid by reason of excess 
over former bid of $30,000, irregulari- 
ties in proceedings, unconstitutionality 
ef the law, and further that the Coun- 
eli had refused to open a bid proposing 
to do thé work for $10,000 less than the 
Long bid. Restraining order was is- 
gued out of Judge York’s court March 
40. The demurrer of defendants to 

laintiff’s complaint was filed March 
4 and overruled March 23. : 

Judge York says “the principal point: 
At issue was the constitutionality of the 
bond act providing for the improve- 
ment of streets, the said bonds being 
gecured by lien upon the property ben- 
efited. The finding for the defendants 
was merely the upholding of the re- 
cent decision of the Supreme Cotrt de- 
claring said act to be constitutional. 
The trregularities charged were not of 
sufficient gravity to annul the proceed- 
ings. The statement that a bid of 
about $30,000 less had been made for. 
the work did not enter into the ques- 
tion and was urged only to show the 
seriousness of the case. The former is

Convention after convention has come 
and gone, and the McKinley sentiment 
has. pervaded the large majority of 
them. McKinley is now the first choice 
of a majority of the delegates elected 
and the second choice practically of all 
the others. Within a month his nomi- 
nation will be conceded, and in the St. 
Louis convention. he will be named by 
acclamation. The vote of Arizona is 
only a drop in the bucket, but the Re- 
publicans of Arizona are for McKin- 
ley, and they do not wish to be misrep- 
resented in this convention as they 
have been in others. 


Insures Republican Victory. 


(New York Reoorder:) The action of 
the Missouri Democratic Convention 
practically settles the next Presidential 
election’ in favor of the Republican 
party before either of the national con- 
ventions is held. Missouri has seven- 
teen electoral votes, and it is certain 
now that they will never be given to 
Cleveland nor to any other gold-stand- 
ard candidate. The Democracy of sev- 
eral other States will certainly follow 
suit. Georgia and Kentucky, for exam- 
ple, are just as certain as Missouri to 
cast their electoral votes against any 
Democratic candidate of the Cleveland 
pattern. No possible combination of 
States can be figured out that would 
elect a Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent without the votes of Missouri and 


other Southern States which cannot be 


carried for a gold-standard candidate.

State. Fossibly the State has some s 
ous women whom che can spare, but that 


does not appear in the statement of tue 


census, nor does it follow naturally or by 
compulsion upon the fact that she has 60,000 
more women than men. Years ago. en 
New York was one of the Middle States, 
we who live in it were wont to read with 
something like consternation of the disparity 
in numbers between men and women in 
Massachusetts. We felt called upon to bewail 
the lot of the thousands of maids in that 
comnionwealth, for whom in tae penurious- 


i puss of nature no yoke-fellow had been pro- 


vided. We were sorry for a State in which 
We were 
sorry for so many women necessarily un- 
husbanded. We wondered who would sup- 
port them, and rather pitied the Massa- 
chusetts mén—what there were of them—jior 
having so considerable a burden upon their 
shoulders. Are any such sentiments enter- 
tained today about the 50,000 unmarried wo- 
men in New York? Is any one sorry for New 
York because of this discrepancy? 33 
so. There are always people who laugh 
ihe wrong place, and mischance their lameata- 
tions with the same optiseness.
